RAF Resumes Air 
Assault on Nazis, 
Batters Plants 


LONDON, April 23 (UP).—The 
Royal Air Force resumed its offen- 
sive last night, attacking Ger- 
manhy'’s industrial Rhineland and 
docks at Le Havre on the French 
coast, after four days of Mleness 
because of fog and mists. 

The Air Ministry announced that 
four planes were missing in the 
first raids on Germany since last 
Fridays attacks on Hamburg and 
Augsburg, industrial center only 
110 miles from Hitler's mountain 
military retreat at Berchtesgarden. 
The RAF attacked industrial and 
military objectives in the Reich 
five times in ten nights before be- 
ing forced into temporary mac- 
tivity because of the weather.

MOSCOW, April 23--The Ger- 
mans not only fear to move through 
the forests where t he guerrillas 
operate but even the prospect of 
flying over these forests, war cor- 
respondents report from the fighting 
zones here. 

Only recently guerrillas attacked 
the enemy in the air. One would 
think that a rifle had a slim chance 
against a plane but the young guer- 
rilla Arkady B. operating at the 
Leningrad front, proved that a rifle 
is effective. 

He gathered the finest marksmen 
and supplied them with armour 
piercing bullets. When a twin- 
engine German bomber appeared 
over the guerrilla camp they in- 
istantly scattered into the brush- 
wood and opened fire, sending up a 


hundred bullets. The Junkers burst 


into flames and crashed. 

The guerrillas were inspired by 
their success. Upon learning that 
a German airline passes over one 
of the villages the guerrillas went 
into ambush near the village and 
when a heavy transport plane ac- 


companied by fighters appeared the 


guerrillas fired volleys of bullets at 
the plane and sent the huge craft 
plummeting to earth. 

Before long other guerrilla de- 
tachments of the Leningrad Re- 
gion followed the example of 
Arkady B. A few days ago a guer- 
rilla detachment stationed in the 
forest suddenly heard German 
planes zooming overhead, The de-
